Mr Basser tells us, in his introduction, that however great was 
the alarm he first felt on perusing the Tariff, he cannot now enter- 
tain “ the same gloomy apprehensions as to the injurious 
of the measure,” as are generally participated in by those inte- 
rested in the mines of Cornwall, of which there have been so many 
public demonstrations. Mr. Basser, again, in avowing his opinion 
on the measure, thus expresses himseli-—* 1 do not hesitate to de- 
clare, that I think in this, as in its many other provisions, he (the 
Minister) has acted with prudence, upon the principles of commercial 
freedom,” thereby proclaiming himvelf to be a “ free trader.” 
Whatever may be the opinion of the honourable gentleman as to the 
principles of free trade, which be considers should be applied as 
fully to the mining interest as to any other branch of national in- 
dustry (on which we are at issue with him), it is only right that 
we should quote the words in which he gives the reasons for the 
conclusions at which he has arrived. 

We are told by Mr. Bassxr, in the remarks he offers, that in Par- 
liament “it seems to have been admitted by most that we are to 
buy at the cheapest and sell at the dearest market.” Taking the 
question abstractedly, as a matter of trade, the axiom must be ad. 
mitted—and such would be the argument of the metal merchant 
and the corn dealer; but when this be applied to any expecial inte- 
rest, which involves the question of national prosperity, it becomes 
a very different question as to the policy which would justify the 
universal atloption of such a theory. The metal merchant would 
gladly buy his white tin at 608. per ewt., and sell it at 75s. per ewt. 
his copper at 80/. per ton, and vend it at 95/. per ton; as would 
the corn merchant purchase his corn at 40s. per quarter, and pass 
it into other hands at a profit of 20 per cent. Such is the nature 
of trade, to bay at the cheapest, and sell at the dearest market; but 
does this apply to the production—to the growth of the article? 
The mioer and the agriculturist may suffer, for aught the free 
trader cares, he asks for his tin and copper, his corn, and other 
articles of use or consumption, at the lowest rate, that he may sell 
them at the dearest, forgetting that it is the duty of every man to 





| protect the staple commodities and the general interest» of that na. 


tion to which he owes his bith. If, then. we confine ourselves to 
our mines —the tin’and copper mines of this country produce ores, 
the value of which, in their crude state, may be taken at 2,000,000/ 
sterling per annum, these converted into metal represent a capital 
of about 3,000,000/.—the principal cost in obtaining the larger 
amount being for freight, coal, and labour—thus do our tin and 
copper mines add vastly to the national wealth, by extracting from 
the bowels of the earth thoes mineral nehes which have for so many 
centuries remained hidden, and affording employment, as they do, 
to bundreds of thoosands of our population. Withdraw trom them 
their market for the crude material — throw open to foreigners your 
home trade —and the consequences will, we fear, be as we have here- 
tofere predicted, rum to the mining population. We must not, how- 
ever, dilate at too great length on any one particular passage, al- 
though the real question may be said to be embraced in the ques. 
tion now under consideration, for we apprehend Mr. Basser will 
admit that, as the wages of the miner cannot be further depressed, 
and while any serious reduction in the price of metale must have 
the effect of the abandonment of most of our mines—the benefit of 
buying at the cheapest, and selling at the dearest market, will he 
that of the trader, to the destruction of the home producer. We 
are nest told that “a high protecting duty, and consequent di- 
minishing consumption, have been the ressons aseigned by the 
Gioverament fora considerable reduction of the duty on the se- 
veral articles mentioned in the Tarif." Now, we believe that it 
will be found this remark in no way applica to tin and copper—the 
high protecting duty on these two articles have not dunimuhed 
the conenmption either at home or abruad, for we find that with 
the vast inerease of foreiga ores the consumption has gone on in- 
creasing ; and, indeed, thie t@ one of the arguments of the {ree 
trader, which we here adduce to show that the reasoning of the 
honourable gentleman is baved oo fallacy. We will not argue that 
4 reduction in pree might not increase the consumption, but we 
contend, choald euch reduction are, our mining interest must be 
sserificed, for, however increased might be the consumption, the 
miner could not raise the ore at prices eo a8 to yield hice support 
for hie family, Mr. Basent then proceeds to obcerve, that op the 
promeiples of free trade being generally apphed, “it tv ulle to sup- 
pease oor Carnich interests should remain untoacned’” Most cer. 
tainly, of the general application of the principle is to be admitted, 
ne one interest can eecape, the writer, and theorists of hie class, 
forgetting throeghout bew far the national prosperty and general 
mtereste of the naben may be affected by the adephon of hus mea-

jon.” Mr. Basser knows as well as we do that it is absurd 
to suppose that a large body of miners, thrown out of work by the 
of one mine alone, could obtain employment in agricul- 
pursuits. What is the Cornish toast }—“ Fish, tin, and copper.” 
Agriculture is not only comparatively neglected, but the soil, exceps 
in some isolated parts, is not “ congenial" (to use a miner's term) 
for agriculture. Let us take Gwennap, or any other mining dis- 

trict, and where shall we find a blade of growing? 
It is quite clear that no other source of employment presents it- 
i wall to the miner, and, therefore, his only alternative is 
that of emigration —looking to another clime to afford hum support 
for himself and family, while he enriches it by the application of 
his talents and labour in developing its mineral resources. “ It is 
admitted on all hands (says Mr. Basser) that our Cornish mines 
are entitled to every consideration. Whatever is the difference, 
therefore, in the expense of smelting between this and foreign 
countries, we are, on the principles of the tariff itself, clearly en- 
titled to the benefit of thet difference; and it may safely be con- 
ceded to us in the shape of a protecting duty, without the possi- 
bility of its injuring claher the smelter or the British manufacturer.” 
In this view of the measure, it is evident that the writer of the 
pamphiet throws out of consideration the effect which the altera- 
tion is hkely to produce on our home mines, and confines himself 
to the question as affects the smelter and British manufacturer. 
Here, again, are we at issue—the smelter employs 2500 hands, the 
miner 100,000; those employed in tin smelting do not exceed 100 
—those in the tin mines may be taken at 10,000 to 12,060. Sach 
are about the relative proportions. It becomes, then, a question 
whether we are to consider the interests of the smelter or the miner? 
We have some two or three hundred mines—we have millions em- 
barked. 
Mines, United Mines, Tresavean, Carn Brea, Wheal Jewel, Par 
Consols, North and South Roskear, East Wheal Crofty, East Pool, 
South Caradon, Wheal Vor, and Charlestown United Mines, and we 
shall find 500,000/. to G00,000/. expended annually. On the other

Mr. Bassert’s remarks, and more especially when we consider that 
the value of the ton of cake copper, whea reduced to the ordinary 
purposes for which that material 1s employed, cannot be named in 
comparison with its value, when in a crude state; or we wight as 
well, by way of iJlustration, take a ton of pig iron or steel, and com. 
pare ite value with a ton of needles or steel-pens 

Let us, however, return to the arnguwnent of Mr. Basser, who 
says, that “the difference in the expense of sinelting between this 
and foreign countries may safely be conceded to us in the shape of | 
a protecting duty, without the possibiity of its injuring the smelter | 
or the British manufacturer.” Now, it must be remeurbered, that | 
it was “ conceded " on all sides by the Government, by the smelter, | 
and by the free trader, that a difference of at least 4/. 108. per ton | 
existed in the cost of emelting in England aad abroad, without 
taking into consideration the advantages of our home market, and 
aleo the advantage of back freights with coal, instead of gorng oat 
in ballast; and although the metnorial presented to Ministers prayed 
only for 7/. 10s. as a fixed duty—and Mr. Basser agrees that the 
miner should be protected to the full extent of the difference in the | 
expense of amelting—yet he, in the perearape almost immediately 
preceding, dors “ not hesitate to declare” that the Miniter, in 
adopting a sliding scale, which will not give an average of more 
than 4/. 50., “acted with prudence wpon the principles of com 
mercial freedom.” 

Having adverted to the arguments put forward, and the lan. 
guage ueed by ourselves aod the pres» of Corawall, at the ime when 
this ewbject created the moat lively interest, and which, we Leleve, 
were a mere fe-echo of the sentiments expresecd by the present 
member for Helston (Sir R. BR. Vevvaw), Mr. J. Duarrey, and 
others well acquainted with the subject, Mec. Bassur proceeds to 
deprecate certaun expreanons which te from us, jenalinien that 
such bonguage was rather calculated toinflame the mind of the work 
ing miner than to soothe his fears.
